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In an effort to toughen enforcement of immigration laws across the country, Attorney 
General Jeff Sessions has threatened to withhold or revoke law enforcement funding 
from states and cities that block the police or sheriffs from informing federal 
authorities about illegal invaders in their custody. Of course, only a raging 
Communist or a reactionary libtard would oppose the proposed policy.
